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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1 8 September 2008 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive as set forth below. 

With respect to applicants' reply/argument that Hess does not disclose "the heating means expels air in a generally vertically downward 
direction through an air expulsion aperture in the underside external panel of the housing", the examiner respectfully disagrees. Hess 
clearly teaches apertures in the underside external panel of the housing (see previous blown up drawing of Figure in previous Final Office 
action). Hess further teaches the heating means expel air from the device and heated air would flow generally vertically downward through 
the apertures in the underside external panel of the housing due to positive airflow and convection. Therefore, Hess fully meets "the 
heating means expels air in a generally vertically downward direction through an air expulsion aperture in the underside external panel of 
the housing" given its broadest reasonable interpretation. 

In response to applicants' arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

All further arguments/replies set forth in the instant after-final amendment are well taken, however, the rejections of the claims under the 
(prior art) is sustained for the reasons set forth in the final office action. 
Furthermore, the claims 2-10 and 12-20 stand rejected over the prior art of record. 
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
